tion of the awful massacres of Jews at Kishineff would not occur. 

The Worle cabled to Von Plehve the warning that threats that these 
massacres would recur on the Russian New Year had reached American news-_ 
papers, and, on behalf of the Amefican people, appealed to the Creat & ise 
his influence to prevent this crime. 

The Czar, anxious to redeem Russia in the eyes of the world anf stung by 
the criticisms of his police service, which not only failed to protect the Jews 
at the massacres on the previous Easter, but, in some cases, it was 
actually assisted in the depredations, sent this reply through hig minister: 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 1, 1904. 

“Fears of forthcoming troubles in Kishineff absolutely unfounded. _Reports 
of anti-Jewish riots are consequence of agitation led by persons evil-diapesed 
against Russian government.”

Began as Barefoot Boys, Built Half 
“ of Connecticut City and Re- 
; tired Wealthy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EPORT, Conn., July 28.—Hale and 
hearty, a little hard of hearing, perhaps, 
and with one or two molars missing, Julius 
H. Benham and Junius N. Benham are 
the liveliest as well as probably the oldest 
twins living in this country. Born 87 years 
aga, they have just celebrated their birth- 
Gay by a shore dinner at Milford Point as 
the guests of Dr. B. W. White, after which 
they returned to Bridgeport as lively as 
crickets. 
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Por more than 50 years they have been 
the animated landmarks of Bridgeport, 
and are known throughout all New Eng- 
land as the “Benham twins.’’ From many 
points of view the lives of the two are of 
more than ordinary interest. In addition 
to the usual close sympathetic relation be- 
twWeen twins there is in their case a 

' gtrange and almost uncanny correlation in 
the accidents that have befallen them. 

Every time during their lives that one 
has been laid up from an accident the 
@ther has been brought to bed within the 
week, also suffering from some form of ac- 
cidental injury. In any particular cvse 
there is no trace of any connection be- 
tween the accidents. 

For instance, when Junius, during boy- 
heod, fell from a beam and impaled one 
foot on a meat hook, Julius, three days 
later, was thrown from a horse and suf- 
fered severe injuries to one of his hips. 

Apparently there is no signjficance in the 
fact that these two accidents happened in 
the same week. They are dissimilar in 
effect. But when all the accidents that 
have occurred in the 87 years of their life 
are taken into account, with invariable 
regularity, they fall into groups of two, 
and the twine have endured their acci- 
dental injuries together throughout their 
lives. 


Like Accidents 
Follow Closely. 


Ocecasionaly it has happened that both 
Have received the same injury. A few 
years ago Julius was jaid up with a badly 
@prained left arm, and five days later 
Junius, who was doing work similar to 
that done by his brother, sprained his left 
arm in precisely the same manner. 

Of this curious phase of the history of 
the two brothers it was sald recently by 
@m expert that it presents a problem so 
profound as to baffle the efforts of the 
most renowned psychologists. 

In the matter of ailments the life his- 
tory of the brothers run exactly parallel. 
Both have enjoyed good health all their 
lives, neither has been laid up with sick- 

_ Ness, but minor ailments, such as lameness, 
skin eruptions and the grip have invaria- 
‘Bly been developed in each at the same 

Only one reason advanced for this is that 
Junius ang Julius have lived together all 
thelr lives except for a brief period when 
they were boys of 16.

McKinley's announcement was met with 
yells of “We'll put you up anyhow.” 

“My decision,” continued the senator 
emphatically, (‘Is final.

obliged to refuse the nomination,”’ 

The delegates insisted on nominating 
MecKimley despite protests from his 
friends, with the result that the senator 
is in the peculiar predicament of receiv- 
ing a political honor he doesnot want, 
and which he says even now he wiil not 
accept.

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JAMES M. GALVIN. 
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Heart Disease Was the Cause of His Death, Which Came 
Early This Morning in His Hotel at St. Joseph—He ‘“Cov-

. JOSEPH, Mo., July 23.—James M. 
Galvin, a well-known St. Louls newspaper 
man, affectionately known to a host of 
friends us ‘‘Red’’ Galvin, was found dead 
in his bed this morning in his room at the 
Mttropole Hotel, where he had been staying 
during the Republican state convention. 

Death was caused by a form of “heart 
disease’ diagnosed by physioians as 
chronic pericarditis. 

His dead body was found by Florence J. 
McCarthy, a fellow correspondent. Mr. 
Gaivin had appeared in poor health since 
his arrival in St. Joseph. The past few days 
he complained of a cold. Last night he said 
he had a severe chill. 

Mr. McCarthy occupied the room im- 
mediately adjoining that of Mr. Galvin. Mr. 
Galvin awoke and opened the door of the 
adjoining room for Mr. McCarthy when the 
latter retired about midnight. 

He spoke cheerfully to McCarthy and said 
he felt better than he did early in the 
evening. 

When Mr. McCerthy entered Mr. Gal- 
vin’s room this morning he was startled to 
see him lying unconscious on the bed. 

He hurriedly summoned Dr. Max Stark- 
loff of St. Louis, who was eating breakfast 
with his wife in the dining room. 

“It's all over.”” said the physician sadly 
as he looked at the form on the bed. 

The news of the sudden death spread 
through the Metropole, which is the con- 
vention headquarters, and expressions of 
sorrow were heard on every side. Mr. Gal- 
vin had a large personal acquaintance 
among the delegates. 

Dr. Doyle, the coroner, 
Dr. Starklioff. 


The body was removed at 10 o'clock from 
the Metropole to an undertaking establish- 
ment at Seventh and Felix streets. 

Dr. Doyle made the following statement: 

‘I will issue a certificate giving the cause 
of Mr. Galvin’s death as chronic peéricar- 
ditis. I ' A postmortem and found 
that he had been suffering from an affec- 
tion of the pericardium or covering of 
the heart. I also secured statements from 
friends of Mr. Garvin that his heart had 
bothered im. 

“While I was making the postmortem the 
undertaker called my attention to a discol- 
oration at the corner of Mr. Garvin's mouth 
and suggested that it looked like a car- 
holic acid burn. I had no reason at all to 
think he had taken carbolic acid. But jist 
to be guilté sure I made an incision into 
the stomach and found no trace of carbolic 
acid or any other poison. Bo no inquest 
will be necessary. Chronic pericarditis was 
the cause of hie death.’

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NEW YORK WORLD’S EDITORIAL TODAY 


THE PRESIDENT ACCEPTS. 


It was fortunate for President Roosevelt that it was Speaker Cannon and not Mr. 
Root who notified him yesterday of his nomination. Among Mr. Cannon’s many 
gifts the art of making a good speech is not included, even when he has a month to 
contpose it in, and oy the side of his painful effort, Mr. Roosevelt's more polished 
effusion could hardly fai] to shine. 

The production is marked by the characteristic merits and defer‘ts of its author. 
It is bold, aggressive and positive. Unfortunately its boldness is displayed chiefly in 
an audacious disregard of the trammels of fact. For instance, Mr. Roosevelt begins 
by heartily approving the Chicago platform, and then he proceeds: 

“Three years ago I became President bécause of the death of my lamented prede- 
cessor. I then stated that’ it was my purpose to carry out his principles and policies 
for the honor and the interest of the country. To the best of my ability I have kept 
the promise thus made.” " 

Here are two utterly irreconcilable statements, one treading on the heels of the 
other. If Mr. Roosevelt .pproves the Chicago platform, he is not carrying out the 
policies of McKinley. The Chicago platform “stands pat’’ on the tariff and “shuts 
the door of hope’’ in the faces of those who would like to see it revised. Rut Me- 
Kinley said at Buffalo the day before he was murdered: 

“The problem of more markets requires our urgent and immediate attention. A 
system which provides a mutual exchange of commodities is manifestly essential to 
the continued and healthful growth of our export trade. We must not repose in 
fancied security that we can forever sell cverything and buy little or nothing. If 
such a thing were possible, it would not be best for us or for those with whom we 
deal—the period of exclusiveness is past.” 

Clearly the man who can “heartily approve” the standpat platform without one 
word of protest or amendment cannot Keep up with any consistency the pretense 
of standing by the McKinley policy. 

Again, Mr. Roosevelt boasts of the record of his party on the currency question: 

“We are not constrained to keep silent on any vital question; we are divided on 
no vital question: our policy is continuous and {s the same for all sections and locali- 
ties. We know what we mean when we Speak of an honest and stable currency, we 
riean the same thing from year to year. So long as the Republican party is in 
power the gold standard is settled, not as a matter of temporary political expedi- 
ency. not because of shifting conditions in the production of gold in certain mining 
eenters, but in accordance with what we regard as the fundamental principles of 
and wisdom.’

“The American people, from traditiin and interest, favor bimetallism, and the 
Republican party demands the use of both gold and silver as standard money, with 
such restrictions and under such provisions, to be determnined by legislation, as 
will secure the maintenance of the parity of values of the two metals."’ 

Or this from the Republican platform of 18%: 

“We are therefore opposed to the free coinage of silver except by international 
agreement with the leading commercial nations of the world, which we pledge 
ourselves to promote, and until such agreement can be the existing gold 
standard must be preserved "’ 

Mr. Roosevelt adopts the cant of the spellbinder about the tariff! as a prop to 
the standard of living of our wage earners (the Carnegies, the Fricks and the 
Schwabs), but he does it with an air of sheepishness which shows that the Harvard 
free trader is a little ashamed of his enforced dieguise. He talks timidly about the 
“tariff law of 1894, and the condition which that tariff of 184 helped to bring about.” 

He does not boldly assert, as the thoroug!going spelibinder would, that the Wtl- 
son tariff of 18% caused the panic of 189%, knowing, a# he does, that the panic, which 
occurred under the McKinley tariff, was caused by the Republican Sherman law, and 
that under the Wilson tariff times began to improve and grew steadily better to the 
end. The President vindicates his Panama policy by the simple process of saying that 
it was carried out “with the nicest and most scrupulous honor.” He promises in- 
creased self-government to the Philippines, and does not absolutely shut out the 
idea of ultimate independence. He asserts with pride that “In dealing with the 
great organizations known as trusts, we do not have to explain why the laws were 
not enforced, but to point out that they actually have been enforced.” 

Perhaps it ts lack of time that prevents him from adding that out of over #0 
important trusts in the United States, his attorney-general broke up one, after which 
he. announced that the administration did not intend to “ran amuck" among the oth- 
ers, and then resigned to represent a corporation in the Senate. 

On the whole, President Roosevelt has done very well, considering that his extem- 
pere may have had only a month's preparation, but let us hope that when he gives 
his promised statement “‘more at length and in detail” he will temper his subjective 
exaltation with a little more regard to objective realities. |

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Railroad Accidents Decrease. 

WASHINGTON, July 2%.—<According to 
the accident bulletin issued yesterday by 
the interstate commerce commission there 
were 79 passengers and S40 employes of rail- 
roads killed,and 1590 passengers and 10,854 
employes injured in accidents on railroads 
in the United States during the quarter 
ended on March 3i, 194. This is a decrease 
of eight killed over the corresponding quar- 
ter last year, The amount of damage to 
railway property caused by accident during 
the quarter was $2.256.447. The bulletin 
gays that the increased use of the air- 
brakes, diminishing the necessity for em- 
ployes on top of trains, has made a reduc- 
tion of 32 per cent in the number of per- 
sons falling off cars.

INCREASED PIGIRON BUYING. 


CLEVELAND, O., Juiy 2.—The 
Trade Review, in reviewing the iron situa- 
tion this week, says: 

A moderate increase in pig iron buying 
has been noticed in the past week, but fin- 
ished material markets have settled farther 
into midsummer dullness and have so far 
refused to make good the reported declara- 
tions of Wall sireet authorities. Now that 
the Steel Corporation meeting has been held 
and the expected action taken in deciaring 
the usual dividend on the preferred stock, 
it may be that the iron market will be 
allowed for a time to work out its own 
destiny in the regular way. 

Pig iron buying was to be looked for in 
July, since most consumers aimed to come 
out even at the end of June with their 
purchases for their first half, and if in- 
quiries are an index of wants, there is 
some little business in prospect for August. 

Cincinnati has had a good share of the 
activity the past week in foundry iron, a 
number of indiana buyers taking’ round 
lots. ' The total is between ~ and 10.000 
tons, to which are to be added severa! 
good orders placed by Cincinnati foundries 
and a 4000-ton. contract finally entered into 
by an Ohio pipe concern, deiiveries in the 
next four months. Sales of 16,000 to 20,000 
tons of basic iron are also reported by 
southern Sellers. 

The quotations of $9.50 by southern fur- 
naces is now quite genera), but as with 
previous advances, business lessens when 
quotations move up. At present $9.23 for 
No. 2 seems to be minimum for southern 
iron, but there is considerable variation in 
prices on northern foundry iron, .particu- 
larly in the East. Some furnaces have 
shown more anxiety to get business and 
have named low figures; others have ad- 
vanced thetr quotations in the beHef that 
the outlook justifies the refusal of prices 
that cut too close to cost. In the centra! 
West, $11.73 &&t furnace for No. 2 is stil] 
named. Foundries find no increased de- 
mand for castings. From 40 to ) per cent 
of the output of a year ago is the aver- 
age with jobbing foundries and some are 
running with about one-third force 

Under these conditions stocks of pig iron 
will not decline without a‘ further blowing 
out of furnaces. Present indications are 
the July production of pig iron will 
fall below that of February, though ex- 
ceeding the total for January.
